Claim Status 

Claims 13-15 are cancelled. Claim 7 was cancelled in the amendments to the claims filed 
on October 24, 2008. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art reference Call '016 does not teach a means for enclosing, at least in 
part, the air outlet means and at least one of the cyclone body or reservoir as recited in claim 1 , 
and none of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests the structural limitation for a means 
of enclosing at least in part the air outlet means and at least one of the cyclone body or reservoir. 
Additionally, it would not have been obvious to someone of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the present invention to provide such structure because none of the prior art references of record 
suggest such modification. Accordingly, dependent claims 2-6 and 8-12 linked to claim 1 are 
also be allowable.
